The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the disc oven and the hood baked on 
the disc oven of claim 7 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). Also, the 
upper ears having through holes has not been shown. No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

Claim 7 is objected to because the disc oven of claim 7 is not shown. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "said disc oven" in line 6. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "the hood baked on said disc oven" in line 7. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over de Groote in view 
of Cohn. 

de Groote discloses a silicone rubber plate capable of use in an oven, the plate has a 
projecting circumferential edge, the plate has elliptical recesses as shown in the perspective view 
of Fig. 1 . de Groote discloses the invention except for the metal bar. Cohn discloses a baking 
pan or plate usable in an oven, the plate has a projecting circumferential edge with a metal bar 
(wire 10) contained in the circumferential edge. It would have been obvious to modify the 
circumferential edge to have a metal bar to provide reinforcement at the peripheral edge to add 
rigidity to the plate to provide the plate with stability and strength so that the weight of the 
plate's contents do not bend the plate or misshapen the plate. 
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Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over de Groote in view 
of Cohn and Kent. 

The de Groote-Cohn combination discloses the invention except for the inlet for the 
circumferential edge. Kent teaches a metal bar (circumferential reinforcing member 94 made of 
rigid metal wire) which is insertable through a bottom inlet into the projecting circumferential 
edge (drip rim 90). It would have been obvious to modify the circumferential edge of Cohn to 
have a bottom inlet to provide for the replacement of a damaged or broken metal bar. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 6 and 7 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).
